Sex Scandal Sinks Mayor 

Larry Barton, whom we wrote about in our Aug. 31 , 201 5, issue after an 
assault on him raised allegations he was caught on a sex tape with a former 
friend’s wife, is out as the mayor of Talladega, Ala. On Aug. 25, two weeks 
after the Aug. 8 attack, voters rejected his bid for a fifth term, electing 
Jerry Cooper Sr. by almost 2 to 1 . Barton, 75, denied the alleged affair, but 
tells People, "I’m sure that turned some folks upside down.” He also drew 
critics by challenging a decision that had stripped powers from his now- 
ceremonial office— an action taken by the city council after Barton was 
convicted in 1995 of stealing $5,900 from the city; he won re-election 
after serving three years in prison. "People have been good to me,” says 
Barton, who was subpoenaed last April to testify in the divorce of his 
accused assailant Benny Green, 71. "I can’t complain.”

MISTAKE’ 

THE WRESTLING CHAMPION 
APOLOGIZES FOR RACIST REMARKS 

THAT NEARLY DESTROYED HIM 

Since he began in professional wrestling in 
the late 70s, Hulk Hogan has weathered his 
fair share of broken chairs and bruises. But 
these days, the 12-time world heavyweight 
champion is fielding blows that are far more 
damaging than any he’s ever faced in the 
ring. In late July the WWE summarily ended 
its almost 30-year association with Hogan 
(whose real name is Terry Bollea) after the 
National Enquirer released an audio transcript 
of him using the N-word in reference to his 
daughter Brooke’s boyfriend at the time. 

Now a humbled Hogan says he has 
learned from his mistakes.'I’m not a racist,” 
insists Hogan, who’s also in the midst of a 
$100 million lawsuit against Gawker Media 
for releasing footage of him in a 2007 sex 
tape. “I said something horrible,” he tells 
People, “and whether it was yelling it from 
the top of the Empire State Building or in a 
private setting, it was wrong.” 

Even so, according to Hogan, 62, family 
and friends like George Foreman and 
Dwayne Johnson have stuck by him. Most 
importantly, so has Brooke. “If anyone 
should have kicked me to the curb,” he says, 
“it should have been my daughter. But she 
came to me with nothing but love.” 

“We got past this horrible thing a long 
time ago,” says Brooke, 27, an aspiring 
country singer who just released a new 
single, “Girlfriend.” “It’s important that 
people understand that this one incident 
isn’t reflective of who he is as a person 
Hogan, who says he grew up in a racist 
environment in Port Tampa, Fla., wf nts to use 
the controversy to show fans the real man 
behind the brawn. “I had to 
reeducate myself,” he says 
“So for me to digress and 
say something so foul Is 
devastating. Now I get to 
help people and explain to 
them that even when 
they’re in the locker room 
talking smack is not cool. 

If they can learn anything,' 
maybe they can learn by 
what happened to me.”

In pictures she looks every bit the perfect Kennedy: radiant, freckled, destined for a charmed life. But the truth 
about Rosemary, the third of Rose and Joseph Kennedy's nine children, was far darker than it appeared. Born with 
intellectual disabilities her parents were determined to keep secret, she struggled to keep up with her highly 
competitive siblings. And when she became harder to control— and sexually attractive— her father subjected her to 
a lobotomy at age 23 that left her with the mental capacity of a toddler. After the surgery she was hidden from 
public view at St. Coletta, a Catholic school for the disabled, in Jefferson, Wis.— a fate apparently kept from even 
her siblings for two decades. Now, for the first time, her full story is being told. In The Missing Kennedy (see hox), 
Elizabeth Koehler-Pentacojf shares memories of visiting Rosemary at St. Coletta, where Koehler-Pentacojf's aunt 
was one of the nuns who cared for her. Kate Clifford Larson had access to new historical sources for her hook 
Rosemary: The Hidden Kennedy Daughter (excerpted here). Together the biographies paint a devastating 
portrait of a fragile life cut short. ‘Reading her letters, you see how lovely Rosemary was," Larson says. ‘She was a 
wonderful child who fell victim to the times and the ambitions of a powerfulfamily.

On Sept 13, 1918, Rose Kennedy went into 
labor. Her nurse called the obstetrician to

come to the family home in Brookline, 
Mass., hut the doctor was delayed. 
Trained not to deliver babies without a 
physician on hand (in part, perhaps, 
because his fees were not paid unless he 
was present for the birth), the nurse made 
a fateful decision. 

She tried to keep Rose calm, encour- 
aging her to fight the urge to push. It was 
well understood that preventing the 
movement of the baby through the birth 
canal could cause a lack of oxygen, 
exposing her to possible brain damage. 
Yet the nurse demanded that Rose hold 
her legs together tightly in the hope of 
delaying the baby’s birth. When that 
failed, the nurse resorted to another. 


more dangerous practice: holding the 
baby’s head and forcing it back into the 
birth canal for two excruciating hours. 

When the doctor finally arrived, "‘a 
dainty girl was added to the nursery/’ as 
The Boston Globe announced. Appar- 
ently healthy at birth, Rosemary soon 
began displaying worrying signs. 

''She crawled, stood, took her first 
steps, said her first words late . . . she had 
problems managing ababy spoon,” Rose 
wrote [in her 1974 memoir]. Rose later 
noticed that Rosemary "could not steer 
a sled,” nor easily master childhood 
sports, nor write on paper easily. 

When Rosemary’s kindergarten teach- 
ers wouldn’t promote her to first grade. 


Rose consulted experts and was told her 
daughter was ''retarded.” 

Mental "retardation” and "arrested 
growth” were not well-defined diagnos- 
tic terms then, and were used broadly 
and carelessly to describe a variety of 
conditions. Rose and Joe were deter- 
mined that Rosemary be treated just like 
the other children. If they were to reveal 
that their daughter was "defective,” they 
risked being ostracized and shunned.

To those outside the family, Rosemary 

seemed much shier and less coordinated 
than her outgoing brothers and sisters.

As the years passed, Rosemary's defi- 
cits became harder to conceal Her sister 
Eunice remembered her suffering what 
seemed to he seizures, and she was prone 
to tantrums. When she was 11, Rose and 
Joe sent her to the first of a series of board- 
ing schools for intellectually challenged 
students, hut she never progressed beyond 
the third- orfourth-grade level She wrote 
heartbreaking letters home. 

‘‘Darling Daddy,” the then-16-year-old 
wrote in 1934. “Thank you for coming 
down to see me. I would do anything to 
make you so happy. I hate to Disappoint 
[sic] you in anyway. Come to see me very 
soon. I get very lonesome everyday.”

gained a few pounds, a family no-no. 

Rosemary knew her father disap- 
proved of the few pounds she had put on 
[during a trip]. “I am so fond of you,” she 
wrote to him. “Sorry, to think that I am 
fat you. think.” Joe wrote to the school, 
“. . . She is getting all together too fat and 
I told her in no uncertain words.” 

Rack in the U.S. after World War II 
broke out, Rosemary became increasingly 
troubled and hard to manage. 

Rosemary’s striking beauty— lovely 
features, a perfect smile, and a buxom 
figure— attracted men’s attention. Her 
parents found her sexuality dangerous. 

Rose’s niece Ann Gargan later 
revealed that Rosemary became incor- 
rigible at her DC. school. “Many nights,” 
Gargan told historian Doris Kearns 
Goodwin, “the school would call to say 
she was missing, only to find her walking 
around the streets at 2 am.” In Joe’s 
mind, Rosemary’s escapes left her vul- 
nerable to sexual exploitations. Joe was 
beginning to chart his sons’ political 
futures and could not risk an unwanted 
pregnancy. But keeping her out of the 
public eye was proving impossible. 

In early 1941 Joe spoke to Rose about 
an experimental brain surgery called 
the lobotomy, which purportedly helped 
make mentally ill patients 
less moody. At Rose's request 
their daughter Kathleen 
researched the procedure, 
which the American Medi- 
cal Association had warned 
against, and told her 
mother, Ht's nothing we 
want done for Rosie."

If Rose told Joe her misgivings about 
the surgery, he didn’t listen. Without 
informing her, he ordered the procedure 
be done as quickly as possible. 

In November 1941, Dr. James Watts 
drilled holes on both sides of Rose- 
mary’s head. He inserted a flexible 
spatula into her cranium near the fron- 
tal lobes, turning and scraping as he 
moved deeper. Psychiatrist Walter 
Freeman [who had pioneered loboto- 
mies in the U.S.] asked Rosemary to tell 
him stories, repeat the months of the 
year. With the fourth cut, she became 
incoherent. She slowly stopped talking. 

Rosemary emerged almost com- 
pletely disabled. She would never 
recover the full use of her limbs. She 
walked with one leg and foot turned 
awkwardly in. She would have only par- 
tial use of one of her arms. She could 
speak only a handful of words. 

Rosemary spent seven years in a New 
York psychiatric facility. In 1949 she was 
moved to St Coletta, a Wisconsin school 
for the disabled; Joe never saw her again. 
There is no record of Rose visiting her 
until the early '60s, after Joe was disabled 
by a stroke. Rosemary's siblings were not 
told the truth about her fate. 

Jean remembers being told that 
Rosemary ''had moved to the Midwest 
and become a teacher.” Teddy feared he 
"had better do what Dad wanted or the 


same thing could happen to me.” 

Rose claimed to her niece Ann Gar- 
gan that she was kept in the dark about 
the lobotomy for twenty years. But 
clearly she was not in the dark after the 
surgery. As this wealthy, politically 
powerful Kennedy generation’s influ- 
ence was growing, Rosemary posed a 
challenge, one that was met with the oft 
repeated false claim that she was teach- 
ing at a school for handicapped chil- 
dren in the Midwest and 
preferred her privacy. 

Though Rosemary 
remained institutionalized 
until her death at 86 in 2005, 
her life improved in the '70s. 

With Joe no longer able to 
insist that she be kept out of 
public view, family members 
began seeing her in Wiscon- 
sin and bringing her home for visits. 
Rosemary's times with her mother, 
though, often seemed strained. 

One day, while Rose was swimming 
with her secretary Barbara Gibson in 
the pool at Hyannis Port, Rosemary’s 
aides encouraged her to get in too. She 
refused. Gibson watched as Rosemary 
looked "straight ahead, like a child who 
has been punished.” Rose whispered, 
"Oh Rosie, what did we do to you?” 

Eunice went furthest in welcoming 
Rosemary hack to the fold. Eunice's son 


Tim Shriver recalls his aunt's visits to 
their home when he was a child. 

Though her language was terribly lim- 
ited— often she repeated the words 
"babies, mother, Eunice”— he remem- 
bers she loved to take walks, swim and 
play cards. She loved to be "prettied up” 
and was easily brought to smiles by a 
compliment about her hair or outfit. 

In 1962 Eunice broke the family's pub- 
lic silence about her sister, writing a piece 
for The Saturday Evening 
Post but not mentioning 
Rosemary's lobotomy, 
whichfinally came to light 
in Doris Kearns Goodwin's 
7957 The Fitzgeralds and 
the Kennedys. Rose, who 
died in 1995, gave speeches 
about “mental retarda- 
tion" that referenced Rose- 
mary, hut she never told the full truth. 

"Her mind is gone completely,” she 
told her biographer Robert Goughian in 
1972. "But that was due to an accident 
which I don’t really discuss.” Rose told 
Goughian that the survival of Rosemary 
and the loss of three of her sons "is a 
puzzle . . . why God took three sons who 
were equipped and wanted to work 
for . . . humanity, and left my daughter 
who is incapacitated? But, as I said, this 
is one of those thing about life . . . God’s 
ways we can’t always understand.” •

t s news stories go, it looked like it 
would be an easy assignment. 
Reporter Alison Parker and cam- 
eraman Adam Ward left the 
WDBJ newsroom in Roanoke, 
Va., just after 4 a.m. on Aug. 26 to 
interview Vicki Gardner, director of a 
local Chamber of Commerce, about the 
50th anniversary of nearby Smith 
Mountain Lake. It was a cool summer 
morning, and Parker and Gardner hap- 
pily chatted about local tourism while 
Ward ran the live feed to viewers. But

the picturesque setting quickly turned 
into a bloody crime scene: Seventeen 
gunshots rang out, spraying the three- 
some with bullets while horrified view- 
ers watched live. As Ward lay wounded 
on the ground, shot in the head, his cam- 
era caught a grainy glimpse of the fleeing 
gunman. It was the last image that thou- 
sands of viewers saw before the station 
cut back to the chaotic newsroom, 
where no one knew what had happened. 
“I thought it was a car backfiring,” says 
anchor Kimberly McBroom. was not 
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thinking gunshots. The control room 
was trying to text, and I thought Adam 
would text back. It was right after we got 
off the air that we heard from the police.” 

The news from the lake was heart- 
breaking: Parker, 24, and Ward, 27, both 
shot in the head, died on the scene. 
Gardner, 62, shot in the back, was air- 
lifted to a nearby hospital. And even the 
most seasoned reporters at WDBJ were 
not prepared for the next blow: The 
gunman was former WDBJ reporter 
Vester Flanagan, 41. The newsman, who 
had used the name Bryce Williams on 
air, had executed his former colleagues 
in cold blood— angered, he said, at his 
2013 firing from the station. Shortly 
after the attack, Flanagan took to social 
mediate claim responsibility. 'T filmed 
the shooting,” he said on his Twitter 
feed. Seconds later he posted two 
graphic videos of the murders, taken on 
his own phone, in which he approaches 
the victims and wordlessly opens fire 
with a Clock 9-mm. As Parker begins to 
scream, the scene fades to black. Almost 
five hours later, Flanagan was found in 
a rental car with a self-inflicted gunshot 
wound; he died at a local hospital. 


• •• 

The shootings left the WDBJ family 

and its viewers struggling for answers. 
''Never could I have imagined some- 
thing like this could happen,” says 
McBroom, "especially two years after 
he was let go.” Minutes after posting the 
videos, Flanagan faxed a 23-page ram- 
bling manifesto entitled "Suicide Note 
for Friends and Family” to ABC News 
in New York. In it he complained of 
being discriminated against as "a gay 
black man in America” and described 
his pent-up rage. "Fve been a human 
powder keg for a while, just waiting to 
go BOOM! at any moment,” he wrote. 
A graduate of San Francisco State 


University, Flanagan had a troubled 
past: According to two sources and his 
own Twitter account, he worked as a 
gay male escort from 1995 to ’97, and 
when his mother, Betty, a teacher, died 
in 2008, "he just withdrew to himself,” 
says Shaun Barton, a childhood friend. 
"You could tell he was in a lot of pain.” 
By all accounts Flanagan had a difficult 
tenure at WDBJ, marred by internal 
strife and angry outbursts. After he was 
fired, "he seemed like he could snap at 
any moment,” says former fellow 
employee Nick Beaty, 25. "We had to 
call the cops to get him out of the sta- 
tion.” According to station manager 
Jeff Marks, Flanagan threw a wooden

As those close to the victims grapple 

with their sudden loss, they remember 
the energetic, ambitious journalists 
who were at the beginning of their 
careers— and lives. Both Parker and 
Ward were dating people from work: 
Ward was engaged to morning pro- 
ducer Melissa Ott, and Parker had 
recently moved in with WDB J anchor 
Chris Hurst. 'The grief comes in waves 
for me, and the waves seem like they 
are 100 feet tall,” says Hurst. "IPs not 
even that they are coming less fre- 
quently. They are coming all the time.” 

Parker’s father, Andy, 62, mother, 
Barbara, 65, and brother Drew, 28, 
share memories of the girl they called 
Scooter, who liked to make banana 
pancakes and bacon— and who loved 
her job. "Alison excelled at everything 
she ever touched; she was a force of 
nature,” says Andy, who has become a 
gun-control advocate since the shoot- 
ings. "Alison and Adam were kind, lov- 
ing people who were doing their jobs, 
and they were gunned down. It was just 
meaningless.” 

Melissa Ott, who was planning a 
South Carolina beach wedding with 
Ward next June, witnessed her fiance’s 
horrific death from the station’s control 
room. "She’s devastated right now,” 
says McBroom. "Adam wanted to be a 
dad, she wanted to be a mom, and they 
were not going to wait a long time to 
have kids. It’s so tragic.” 

Meanwhile, Gardner’s relatives are 
keeping a vigil at her hospital bedside. 
The mother of two and grandmother of 
three, who lives on Smith Mountain 
Lake, lost a kidney and part other colon 
but is expected to recover. "My mother 
is amazing,” says her daughter Erin 
Gardner Arnold, 33, who adds that the 
family is trying not to dwell on the 
shootings. "We’re really focused on her 
trying to get better,” says Erin. "We 
don’t need any more hate. We’re mov- 
ing on with love from here on out.”

JANE WURWAND DOESN’T REMEMBER her father’s dying 
of a heart attack when she was just 2 years old. But what 
came after left an imprint: her homemaker mom working 
the night shift as a nurse to keep her four girls fed. knew 
we had to budget every penny” says Wurwand, 57, who 
later saved $2,800 to emigrate from the U.K., become aU.S. 
citizen and found Dermalogica, a $250 million skin-care 
company based in Los Angeles and sold in more than 80 
countries.

A Mother’s Love 

Her electrician father died 
shortly after the family had 
moved into a new house— and he 
hadn’t yet signed the mortgage 
insurance policy. Her mother— 
who hadn’t worked in 1 6 years 
and didn’t drive— began working 
long hours, often napping with 
her daughter during the day. “My 
mom,” she says, “set this 
incredibly strong work ethic.” 

Scrappy Start 

As a 4-year-old kindergartner, 
Wurwand earned two pennies a 
day fetching rolls from a bakery 
for her teacher Miss Dee: “She 
must have known I needed it.”

In 2011 Wurwand, who never 
attended college, founded 
the nonprofit Financial 
Independence Through 
Entrepreneurship (joinfite.org), 
providing small-business loans 
to 62,000 women worldwide. 
“Their story is my story— my 
mum’s story,” she says of her IDI 
students and loan recipients. 

And it’s her own backup plan: 

“No matter what happens, I 
know I can always find a job 
because I can still wax a bikini 
line in under seven minutes.”

A lawsuit known as In re Polyurethane Foam Antitrust Litigation, Case No. lO-MD-2196, is pending in the 
United States Distriet Court for the Northern Distriet of Ohio in Toledo. The Court previously approved 
Settlements with two Defendants in the lawsuit: Valle Foam Industries, Ine. and Domfoam International, Ine. 
Additional Settlements have now been reaehed with the following Defendants: (1) Carpenter Co., 
(2) FFP Holdings LLC, (3) Future Foam, Ine., (4) FXI Holdings, Ine., (5) Hiekory Springs Manufaeturing 
Company, (6) Leggett & Platt, Ineorporated, (7) Mohawk Industries, Ine., (8) Vitafoam (Vitafoam Produets Canada 
Limited, and Vitafoam, Ine.), and (9) Woodbridge (Woodbridge Foam Corporation, Woodbridge Sales & 
Engineering, Ine., and Woodbridge Foam Fabrieating, Ine.). Together, these “Additional Settling Defendants” will 
be paying a total of $ 1 5 1 ,250,000 into the Settlement Fund. There are no other Defendants that have not settled. 

What is the lawsuit about? 

Several individuals and businesses (“Plaintiffs”) brought elaims on behalf of a Class of end-user “indireet” 
purehasers of produets that eontain flexible pol 5 airethane foam manufaetured or supplied by the Defendants. 
These produets inelude bedding (for example, mattresses, mattress toppers, or pillows) earpet underlay (also 
ealled earpet padding or earpet eushion), and upholstered furniture (for example, a sofa with foam eushions). 
Plaintiffs elaim Defendants engaged in a eonspiraey to: (i) inerease priees of flexible polyurethane foam and (ii) not eompete 
for, or “alloeate,” eustomers. Plaintiffs contend Defendants violated numerous States’ antitrust and consumer protection 
laws.
